WHEREAS, in December 1982 the King County council adopted the 

ast Sammamish Community Plan and Area Zoning, and 

WHEREAS, East Sammamish is one of the fastest growing areas in 

nincorporated King County, and 

WHEREAS, this rapid growth requires an update of the community 

lan and area zoning, and 

WHEREAS, the King County Comprehensive Plan was adopted in 

985, and designates portions of the East Sammamish plateau urban, 

ural and transitional, and 

WHEREAS, an East Sammamish community plan update and area 

oni ng, when adopted by the King County counci 1, wi 11 seek to: 

) implement the 1985 Kfng County Comprehensive Plan; 2) specify 

fficial policy guiding environmental protection, growth and 

evelopment for the East Sammamish planning area; 3) establish 

ommunity project priorities; and 4) establish official zoning 

ontrols, and 

WHEREAS, King County and the cities of Issaquah and Redmond 

ill adopt a motion which establishes a cooperative planning 

rocess between the three jurisdictions for the East Sammamish 

ommunity, and 

WHEREAS, the King County executive and the councilmembers from 

istrict 3 and District 6 have recommended twelve members to serve 
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. I 
on the East Sammamish Community Plan Citizen Advisory Committee, I 

including one representative each from the cities of Issaquah an~ 
I 

Redmond, and 

WHEREAS, the director of the parks, planning and resources 

department shall appoint a chairperson for the East Sammamish 

Community Plan Citizen Advisory Committee; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT MOVED by the Council of King County: 

A. The East Sammamish community plan and area zoning update 

shall incorporate and implement relevant policies, map 

designations and concepts of the 1985 King County Comprehensive 

Plan. Specifically, the East Sammamish Community Plan Update 

shall consider and address: 

1. Regional plans and intergovernmental agreements, as 

applicable; 

2. Land uses designated by the 1985 King County 

Comprehensive Plan; 

3. The 1982 East Sammamish community plan and area ~zoning 

and recommend, as appropriate, revisions to the plan policies an 

zoning; 

4. The master plan development criteria and consider 

mitigation measures and phasing to address impacts on natural 

resources, utilities, the transportation system, and other 

facilities and services; 

5. Opportunities for residential development to accommodaue 

anticipated population at appropriate densities and locations 

considering factors such as existing subdivision patterns, 

environmental constraints, availability and capacity of public 

services and compatibility with adjacent uses; 

6. Opportunities for affordable housing in quantities 

sufficient to address anticipated growth and characteristics of 

the population and consistent with the King County Affordable 

Housing Policy Plan; 
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7. Provision of a balance of households and jobs in the '! 

area including the plann{ng area, adjacent cities and urban 

activity centers consistent with King County's Economic 

Development Plan policies; 

8. Amou~t, location and character of commercial developmenlt 

appropriate to support existing and anticipated population; 

9. The need, adequacy, timing and financing of new 

transportation routes, capital improvement projects, transit 

facilities and other facilities and services needed to support 

planned land uses, and the influence of these facilities on 

planned land uses; 

10. Opportunities for bicycle, pedestrian, and equestrian 

trails and' transportation networks; 

11. Environment and open space including protection of fiJh

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in subsequent interlocal agreements.

B. The parks, planning and resources department shall propse 

area zoning to implement the proposed policies. The proposed are 

ioning should include:

individuals who have participated in review of all issues. In th 

event a member is unable to complete his or her term, the 

department may recommend to the King County executive and 
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councilmembers from districts 3 and 6 a replacement if necessary 

to compl ete the committee's work. 

E. There shall be one member each from the cities of Issaquah 

and Redmond. In the event a member is unable to complete his or 

her term, the cities of Issaquah and Redmond may select 

replacements if necessary to complete the committee's work. 

F. All committee members shall be subject to the disclosure 

provisions of K.C.C. 3.04.050. 

G. The King County !planning and community development 

division staff shall be responsible for preparing the executive 

proposed East Sammamish community plan documents. Planning staf 

will lead the community planning effort and direct the progress Jf 

the committee in their discussion and review of staff work. 

Throughout .the planning process, planning staff shall be 

responsible for coordinating and considering the views of the 

general public, other county recommendations, technical experts, 

and the advisory committee. Planning staff shall be responsible 

for managing the East Sammamish community plari advisory comittee 

meetings, including setting agendas, maintaining schedules and 

making sure all committee member's viewpoints are expressed. 

H. The King County department of public works surface water 

management division will simultaneously be preparing three basin 

plans and will coordinate this work with the East Sammamish

Throughout the planning process, the 

transportation planning section will provide analysis and initiat 

recommendations to community planning staff regarding 

transportation issues. Recommendations generated by this study 

will be considered and incorporated into the executiv~ proposed 

plan and area zoning. 

J. Throughout the planning process, the advisory committee 

shall consider the local community's role and responsibilities 

within the context of the broader, countywide community. Since 

one of th~ purposes of the advisory committee is to provide a 

vehicle for bringing together diverse interests within the East 

Sammamish planning area, planning staff and the committee shall 

seek, encourage and facilitate broad community involvement. The 

committee's responsibilities include: a) examining the impacts of 

local decisions on countywide growth management strategies and 

initiatives; b) providing for th,e community's anticipated growth; 

and c) providing housing and economic opportunities for all income 

levels. 

K. The committee shall review work of the planning staff, 

consider comments from the general community and technical 

experts, and advise staff in resolving issues and defining 

policies. Although consensus between staff and the advisory 

committee is a goal of the plan pro~ess if committee consensus is 

not reached, areas of disagreement will be identifed and review of 

the next issue in the process will begin. 
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L. Regular advisory committee meetings shal~e~d-after the 

committee reviews the department's proposed plan. Committee 

members are encouraged to continue to participate in the public 

review process until final adoption by the King County Council to 

assure that the community's interests are reflected in the adopte 

plan, area zoning and implementation measures.
